London, November 28.

Place with all Marks of Honour, viz, Drums beatin 
Colours flying, Ball in Mouth, Match lighted, oni 
36 Charges of Powder each Man; as alfo with their 
Baggage. 

I. The Garrifon thall carry out with them 4 Pieces 
of Cannon, 2 of them 24 Pounders, one 12 Pounder 
and one 6 Pounder ; as alfo 2 Mortars. , 

III. They thall be ailow’d to take with them Pow- 
der and Bullets for 24 Difcharges each Piece 3 24 
Bombs; and as many Waggons,Carriages and Horfes 
as are neceflary for carrying the fame to Strasbourg. 
And 2 Waggons are freely allow’d them, for carrying 
and Cuiraffes. 

. the Horfes and Baggage of the Office 
Soldiers, and others that are eB ea Service of a 
King of France, are allow’d to be carried out; ex- 


cept thofe belonging properly to his moft Chriftian 
Majefty. 


VI. There fhall be furnifh’d, at the Expence of his - 


Imperial Majefty, 400 Waggons drawn by 4 Horfes 
each, for carrying the Baggage, the Sick and the 
Wounded. 

XI. When the Garrifon marches out, no Injury 
fhall be done to any one among them, Man or Wa- 
man: Their Movables or Baggage fhall not be 
touh’d: And all the Prifoners taken on both Sides 
fince the Declaration of War fhall be fer at Liberty. 

XII. All the Inhabitants of the Town, as weil 
Jews as Chriftians fhall be included in this Capicula- 
tion, And fhall be permitced freely to buy of the Gar- 
rifon the Movables they will not carry off. 

_ XIX. The Officers Equipages thall not be fearch’d: 
Six cover'd Waggons fhall be allow’d, and fhall noc 
be _— 3 Nor fhall any French Deferters be de- 
tain’d. 

_ XXIV. The Officers and Soldiers of the Garrifon 
— be allow’d to take Provifions with them for 4 
ays. 

XXVIII. The Imperial Troops fhall not take any 
Frenchman out of the Ranks, when the Garrifon 
marches out, nor any Soldier, German Deferters ex- 
cepted ; nor fhall they conftrain or per{wade any to 
take Service in his Imperial Majefty’s Army, not tho’ 
they fhould find any difpos’d to ir.
